plosion could be achieved if the section of soil marked for removal

possessed the properties of a solid body. To obtain the desired effect 
it was suggested that the charge should be spread over the entire contour 


of the soil marked forremoval., Such a distribution of the explosive would 
exert a simultaneous pressure on the soil from different sides and would 
prevent it from scattering. The second idea was that the mass of the 
blasted soil behaved towards the surrounding soil as an ideal liquid, i. 
eo that the cohesion between the particles is negligibly small and that 
the explosion would only have tooercome the weight of the soil to be 
meved,. The final assumption was that the action of the explosion was 
based on the principle of momentum i.e. the efficiency of the explosion 
depends on the product of pressure and the time of its action, and does 
not depend separately on pressure or time. Calculations carried out on 
the basis of these asumptions established a law for the distribution of 
the charge around the section of soil marked for removal. The results ob-~ 


tained so far confirmed the correctness of the hypotheses put forward by 
the scientists.
